The following address was delivered at the opening session | 
of the annual convention of the American Red Cross in Wash* 
ington by President Coolidge: 
The American Red Cross is a modern application of an ancient 
principle. 
The idea of charity is very old. 
It is included in the 
teachings of the earliest philosophers. 
It is one of the funda­ 
mental doctrines of our Bible. 
It is a spiritual conception of hu­ 
man relationship. 
It is life in obedience to the things th a t are 
unseen. 
I * 
Throughout history men have been prone to put their tru st j 
in other things and have failed. 
They have sought for power J 
through material resources alone. 
Thev have thought it m ight j 
be gained bv the accumulation of great riches- 
They have at- ; 
tempted to rely upon the naked force of arm ies and navies, con- ! 
qifeTing by the might of the sword. 
But these forces are not the j 
ultim ate rulers of mankind. 
They are necessary for security, as J 
police and criminal courts, and bolts and bars are necessary. They ' 
are adjuncts of peace. 
But they are negative forces. 
They do 
not create, they resist. 
They are not the ultim ate force in the 
world. 
They do not m ake the final determ inations am ong men. 
Over them a11 is a higher power. 
Mankind has not yet, can not yet, discard the use of these 
forces- It is significant, however, th at the great nations have a t 
last agreed upon their limitation- 
But it is even more significant 
that civilization is coming to rely more and more upon moral force., 
It i« because the Red Cross has been a practical application of t h a t ; 
principle, that it has been such a trem endous success. 
It makes , 
its appeal for support directly to the conscience of mankind. 
It I 
does not attem pt to function through the direct action of organiz- j 
.cd government. It does not have in it.any element of compulsion 
It is the voluntary offering of the people themselves. 
W henever 
and wherever an em ergncy has resulted in hum an suffering, to 
the extent of its ability it adm inisters w hatever may be necessary 
for tem porary relief. 
It is in this direction th at there lies the hope of real progress. 
The ancient ideals of hum an brotherhood, of service, the applica­ 
tion of the golden rule, of peace on earth and good will toward 
men, are idle dreams, unless they can be translated into practical 
action. 
It is necessary, on the one* hand, to avoid the illusions 
of the visionaries, and on the other hand, the indifference of the 
selfish. 
Individuals and nations owe th eir first duty to them ­ 
selves- Beyond that, there is the obligation of the strong to serve 
the weak, but to adm inister such service in a wav that will not 
destroy or degrade by m aking mendicants, bid will restore and 
strengthen by making character. 
It is the policy which helps in 
an emergency, but realizes that, finally, each individual and each 
nation m ust work out its own destiny. 
The constant need of civilization is for a practical idealism 
of this kind. It does not attem pt to perform the impossible. 
Ii 
does not seek to reform merely by an act of legislation, thinking 
th a t it can unload its burden on the government and be relieved 
from further effort. 
It does not undertake to assume response j 
bility for all humanity. 
But it realizes th a t 
redemption 
comes 
only through sacrifice. 
When a crisis arises, it does not hesitate 
to "go out and make whatever sacrifice is necessary to m aster 
the occasion. 
It is this kind of practical idealism that is represented in the 
history of our country, a deep faith in spiritual things, tempered ■ 
by a hard common sense adapted to the needs of this world.

has been illustrated in the character of th e men 
who

colonies in the wilderness and raised up great states around the j. 
;hurch and the schoolhouse, who bought their independence with j 
their blood and cast out slavery by the sacrifice of their bravest J 
sons; who offered their lives to give more freedom to oppressed :

ThP history and work of Wilber­ 
force University, will be taken up by 
speakers from the school at a meet­ 
ing sponsored by the Clark County 
Ministerial Association ,at Memorial 
Hall, Sprngfield Sunday night. 
The meeting is held for the express­ 
ed purpose of presenting facts rela 
tive to the university and will be 
featured by a chorus 
of 
university 
students, who wiil present spirituals, 
Jubilees, melodies and other 
selec­ 
tions. The musical program will com­ 
mence at ?:30 o’clock and 
the 
ad­ 
dresses at 8:15. Springfield churches 
will unito in attending the service. 
The completion o f the new Shorter 
Hall at Wilberforce is expected with­ 
in two months. The hall will provide 
26 class rooms, dormitory space for 444 
students, a chapel capable o f seating 
2,500 and a dining hall that wilt ac 
commodate 1,000 at a time. The "build­ 
ing is expected to relieve the unfortu­ 
nate situation o f the last year when 
students who applied during the year 
for admittance eotftR not be accom 
modated and about 500 were turned 
away. To date all applicants have been 
admitted although, the institution is 
now overcrowded.

The American Red Cross is a modern application of an ancient 
principle. 
The idea of charity is very old.

It is one of the funda­ 
mental doctrines of our Bible.

" Throughout history men have been prone to put their trust 
in other things and have failed. 
They have sought for power 
through material resources alone.

But they are negative forces. 
They do 1 
not create, they resist. 
They are not the ultimate force in th e ' 
world. 
They do not make the final determinations among men. I 
Over them a11 is a higher power. 
Mankind has not yet, can not yet, discard the use of these 
forces- It is significant, however, that the great nations have a t 
last agreed upon their limitation- 
But it is even more significant 
that civilization is coming to rely more and more upon moral force. 
It i« because the Red Cross has been a practical application of that 
principle, that it has been such a tremendous success. 
It makes 
its appeal for support directly to the conscience of mankind. 
It 
does not attempt to function through the direct action of organiz- i 
.cd government. It does not have in it any element of compulsion 
It is the voluntary offering of the people themselves. 
Whenever | 
and wherever an emergncy has resulted in human suffering, to I 
the extent of its ability it administers whatever may be necessary ; 
for temporary relief. 
It is in this direction that there lies the hope of real progress. 
The ancient ideals of human brotherhood, of service, the applica­ 
tion of the golden rule, of peace on earth and good will toward 
men, are idle dreams, unless they can be translated into practical 
action. 
It is necessary, on the one- hand, to avoid the illusions 
of the visionaries, and on the other ,hand, the indifference of the j 
selfish. 
Individuals and nations owe their first duty to them­ 
selves- Beyond that, there is the obligation of the strong to serve \ 
the weak, but to administer such service in a way that will not «= 
destroy or degrade by making mendicants, but will restore and j 
strengthen by making character. 
It is the policy which helps in ' 
an emergency, but realizes that, finally, each individual and each I 
nation must work out its own destiny. 
The constant need of Civilization is for a practical idealism j 
of this kind. 
It does not attem pt to perform the impossible. 
Ii 
does not seek to reform merely by an act of legislation, thinking 
th at it can unload its burden on the government and be relieved 
from further effort. 
It does not undertake to assume responsi­ 
bility for all humanity. 
But it realizes that 
redemption 
comes 
only through 'sacrifice. When a crisis arises, it does not hesitate 
to go out and make whatever sacrifice is necessary to master 
the occasion. 
It is this kind of practical idealism that is represented in the 
history of our country, a deep faith in spiritual things, tempered 
by a hard common sense adapted to the needs of this world. 
I t 1 
has been illustrated in the character of th e men 
who 
planted j 
colonies in the wilderness and raised up great states around the !. 
church and the schoolhouse, who bought their independence with , 
their blood and cast out slavery by the sacrifice of their bravest j 
sons; who offered their lives to give more freedom to oppressed! 
peoples; and who went to the rescue of Europe with th sir treasure 
and their men when their own liberty and the liberty of the worM 
was in peril, but when the victory was secure, retired from 
the 
field unencumbered by spoils, independent, unattached and 
un­ 
bought, still .continuing to contribute lavishly to the relief of the 
stricken and destitute of the Old World; and who, but recently, m‘ 
being asked for five million dollars, immediately gave about twic* 80 
that amount for the afflicted people of Japan. 
Such has been 
the moral purpose that has marked the conduct of our country up 
to the present hour- 
The American people have never 
adopted, 
and are not likely to adopt, any other course. 
A contemplation of these principles and the 
works 
which 
they have wrought, both in our country and among the other na­ 
tions for this spirit is world-wide is helpful and reassuring. They 
are among the convincing evidences that justify our faith in man­ 
kind. 
They reveal the fundamental 
strength 
of 
civilization. 
They demonstrate the supremacy of the spiritual life. 
Here we behold th fc race struggling up through 
barbarism, 
overcoming ignorance, establishing order, instituting government, 
painfully working out its own destiny under 
free 
institutions, 
acknowledging and accepting the truths of religion, gradually 
casting aside selfishness, endowing the great 
charities 
which 
heal the body, inform the mind and minister to the soul, making 
on every hand unending sacrifices that 
the 
truth may be su­ 
preme. 
Such is the strength of the influence of which 
this or­ 
ganization is one of the representatives. 
It is inconceivable that
